Senate Foreign Relations Com. 
mittee today approved a Ireaty 
to halt the spread of nuclear 
weapons and sent it to the floor 
for action. 


The vote was 13.3, with three

tions of members who urged de- 
lay because of the Soviet-led in- 
vasion of Czechoslovakia. 


Acting Chairman John Spark- 


man, D-Ala., said he hoped the 
Senate would act duringthe cur- 
rent session of Congress on the 
nonproliferation treaty. No date 
has been set for a Senate vote. 


A two-thirds vote will be need- 


ed to give Senate consent to the 
treaty under terms of the Co* 
stitution. 


The heavy endorsement in the 


committee came after weeks of 
uncertainty over whether the 


treaty would reach the floor in 
view of the Czech crisis and 
concern obout other Soviet in- 
tentions. 


Russia has signed the treaty 


and Senate critics had argued 
immediate U. S. participation 
would be a gesture of coopera- 
tion with that country at the 
same hm? it was being accused 
of aggression.

Ambushed 
SAIGON — North Vietnamese 
troops caught a column of U. S.

helicopter gunships. The Mar- 
ines reported 27 of the enemy 
killed in the 10-hour fight four 
miles south of the central part 
of the demilitarized zone. 
The Marines were from the 
26th Regiment, the defenders of 
Khe Sanh who held out against 
a 77-day Communist siege last 
winter, and then abandoned that 
outpost. The casualties Monday 
were comparable to those on the 
worst days at Khe Sanh.

By BILL STALL 
SACRAMENTO (AP)- A sen­ 
ator told his colleagues today 
now is the time “to keep faith 
with the people” and grant them 
property tax relief through a 
$261 million tax package back­ 
ed by both Republicans and 
Democrats.

Judge Curtiss E. Wetter re­ 
turned to Tehama County Su­ 
perior Court yesterday after a 
two-week illness, and heard, 
among other matters, criminal 
charges against six men.

He pleaded guilty to 
misdemeanor assault, a charge 
reduced from the first against 
him, assault with intent to com­ 
mit rape. 
Martinez, represented by Jack 
Halpin of Redding, has been 
examined by a psychiatrist as 
ordered by the court and found 
to not be a mentally disordered 
sex offender. Five of the six 
months sentence handed down by 
Judge Wetter was suspended 
on the condition that Martinez 
pay $300 to the county and spend 
a month in jail. He must also 
refrain from using intoxicants 
and remain gainfully employed, 
as well as other usual conditions 
of probation. 
Martinez is to appear In court 
again Sept. 30 to accept or re­ 
ject his probationary terms. 
Jefferson Shumway, accused of 
incest, was also found without 
mental illness by psychiatrists 
who examined him. He had been 


examined at Mendocino State 
Hospital to determine his fit­ 
ness for trial and whether or not 
he is a mentally disordered sex 
offender. 
Upon hearing of psychiatric 
findings Judge Wetter ordered 
Shumway to return to court 
Sept. 30 for sentencing on the 
charge. In the meantime the de­ 
fendant is to be further investi­ 
gated by the county probation 
office. 
William Conrad Kucel of Red 
Bluff has accepted terms of pro­ 


bation and remains in Tehama 
County Jail serving a five month 
term. He had been credited with 
one month already served on an 
embezzlement charge. 
Jury trial of Homer Roscoe 
Collins, Redding, and accused 
auto thief, has been set for Oct. 
8. Collins pleaded not guilty to 
the charge. Edward J. Allen is 
his court-appointed attorney.

LONDON (AP) —Britons de- 
nounced their weathermen to­ 
day for failing to warn them of 
the three-day downpour that 
flooded huge areas of southeast 
England, caused three deaths 
and did millions of pounds worth 
of damage. 
The floods covered hundreds 
of square miles, marooning 
familes, isolating towns and 
villages and disrupting road and 
rail services.

By GARNETT CANNON 
As Told to Associated Press 
yakima, wash. (ap> —she 
died quietly. Lying there in her 
sleeping bag being buried by the 
fiercely windblown snow. We 
were both freezing. Another 
hour and she m ght have lived. 
we talked only a short time 


earlier. She had tried to reach 
into her pack for a candy bar. 
But her numb fingers just 
wouldn’t work. 
Una V. Davies, 65, of Lake 
Oswego, Ore., died without com­ 
plaining. 
We talked, wondering how 
long it would be before help 
came. 
A wall of snow was building 
up between us. We both were 
being buried. I could only hear 
her breathing hard. Then I 
couldn’t hear her anymore. I 
thought she had just dropped off 
to sleep. 
We were hiking with three 
other companions about 10 
miles south erf toe White Pass 
summit Saturday afternoon 


when caught in toe fierce storm. 
The wind was up to about 85 
miles per hour. I became ex­ 
hausted and leaned up against a 
tree.The next thing I remember is 
awakening in the sleeping bag. 
Miss Davies was about three 
feet from me in another bag. 
Our other companions, Mr. 
and Mrs. Dale Cowen of Lake 
Oswego and Bernice Sterns, 43, 
Portland, had placed us there 
and gone for help. 
My head was sinking down in 
the snow. I packed some snow 
under my head for a pillow and 
I think we dozed off a little. 
We were both shivering. Her 
bag was about three feet away 
and she kept pushing over to­ 


ward me. Once I thought she 
might be able to dig out part of 
the wall. 
Later, after I couldn’t hear 
her breathing, I called to her. I 
got no response. 
I was wondering how I was 


going to get out of there. I was 
rubbing my feet, trying to stay 
warm. 
About an hour later the mow* 
tain rescue party arrived. I 
don’t know how much longer I 
could have held out.

At Teacher Conference 


Some 700 education leaders

average home owners. 


"It is a cruel and cynical 


hoax on the very people it is 
purported to help," said Dr. 
T h o m a s A. Lantos, SanFran- 
cisco State College economist 
and director of the State Col- 
lege Office of International Pro- 
grams. He spoke at Squaw Val- 
ley, Saturday, during a Leader- 
ship Conference of the North- 
ern Section of the California 
Teachers Association (CTA.) 


Branding Proposition 9 as a 
"tax trap initiative," Dr. Lan- 
tos charged it was being repre- 


sented as a plan which would 
bring a 50 per cent reduction m 
property taxes. But in reality, 
the average voter will end up 
paying far rnoie in total taxes 
than he does now, Dr. Lantos 
said. 
This is because only 30 per 
cent of California property is 
owned b> individuals with 70 
per cent owned by commercial 
property taxpayers. Therefore, 
new levies required to replace 
the lost property tax revenues 
would fall heaviest on indivi- 
duals. 


For example, Ur. Lantos said 


if the loss in property tax had 
to be made up by the state in- 
come tax, a person with an an- 
nual income of $15,000 and a 
home valued at $25,000 would 
end up paying $427 more in

represent a golden boianza,'' he 
told the educators. "Apartment 
house owners and other land- 
lords, real estate speculators, 
some large landowners and de- 
velopers would net huge tax sa- 
vings at the expense of the gen- 
eral public." 
"Land speculators haveapar- 
ticularly golden stake in the tax 
trap i nit lative," Dr. Lantos 
continued. "Property taxes rep- 
resent virtually their onl> cost 
of doing business. When the} 
cash in on rising land values, 
their profits are subject only to 
a limited capital gains tax." 
Schools would be completely 
crippled by passage of the pro- 
position, he pointed out, and 
most local governmental func- 
tions severely hammered.With- 
out the means of financing such 
services, control would pass to 
the state in a short tim», Dr. 
Lantos predicted. Because of 
the initiative's limitations on 
bonding for public construct- 
ion, many such projects would 
come to a standstill. 


"Irrigation and water dis- 
tricts, which have in the past 
bonded up to lOOper cent, would 
be particularly affected," Dr. 
Lantos added. "Proposition 9 
would stop construction of ir- 
rigation canals and dams. The 
tax trap initiative could bring 
the State Water Plan to a tragic 
halt. For many years, no new 
construction of airports, audi- 
toriums, 
libraries, rapid 


transit systems, sports stadi- 
ums and other similar buildings 
could be considered."

State Supreme Court

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) -T he 
State Supreme Court has or­ 
dered that a Sonoma County 
ballot Initiative requiring a pub­ 
lic access corridor for each 
mile of coastline be placed on 
the Nov. 5 ballot.

Prop. 9 Labeled ‘A Cruel H oax ’ 
At Teacher Conference 
County’s School District Officers 
For Current Year Announced 


Some 700 education leaders 
from throughout Northern Cal­ 
ifornia have been told that pas­ 
sage of Proposition 9 in No­ 
vember would shift a huge tax 
burden from a few special- 
interest groups to millions of 
average home owners. 
“ It is a cruel and cynical 
hoax on the very people it is 
purported to help,” said Dr. 
T h o ma s A. Lantos, SanFran- 
cisco State College economist 
and director of the State Col­ 
lege Office of International Pro­ 
grams. He spoke at Squaw Val­ 
ley, Saturday, during a Leader­ 
ship Conference of the North­ 
ern Section of the California 
Teachers Association (CTA.) 
Branding Proposition 9 as a 
“ tax trap initiative,” Dr. Lan­ 
tos charged it was being repre­ 


sented as a plan which would 
bring a 50 per cent reduction in 
property taxes. But in reality, 
the average voter will end up 
paying far more in total taxes 
than he does now, Dr. Lantos 
said. 
This is because only 30 per 
cent of California property is 
owned by individuals with 70 
per cent owned by commercial 
property taxpayers. Therefore, 
new levies required to replace 
the lost property tax revenues 
would fall heaviest on indivi­ 
duals. 
For example, Dr. Lantos said 
if the loss in property tax had 
to be made up by the state in­ 
come tax, a person with an an­ 
nual income of $15,000 and a 
home valued at $25,000 would

Prop. 9 Labeled ‘A Cruel Hoax ’ 
At Teacher Conference 
County’s School District Off kers 
For Current Year Announced 


Some 700 education leaders 
from throughout Northern Cal­ 
ifornia have been told that pas­ 
sage of Proposition 9 in No­ 
vember would shift a huge tax 
burden from a few special- 
interest groups to millions of 
average home owners. 
“ It is a cruel and cynical 
hoax on the very people it is 
purported to help,” said Dr. 
T h o m a s A. Lantos, San Fran­ 
cisco State College economist 
and director of the State Col­ 
lege Office of International Pro­ 
grams. He spoke at Squaw Val­ 
ley, Saturday, during a Leader - 
ship Conference of the North­ 
ern Section of the California 
Teachers Association (CTA.) 
Branding Proposition 9 as a 
“ tax trap initiative,” Dr. Lan­ 
tos charged it was being repre­ 


sented as a plan which would 
bring a 50 per cent reduction in 
property taxes. But in reality, 
the aveiage voter will end up 
paying far more in total taxes 
than he does now, Dr. Lantos 
said. 
This is because only 30 per 
cent of California property is 
owned by individuals with 70 
per cent owned by commercial 
property taxpayers. Therefore, 
new levies required to replace 
the lost property tax revenues 
would fall heaviest on indivi­ 
duals. 
For example, Dr. Lantos said 
if the loss in property tax had 
to be made up by the state in­ 
come tax, a person with an an­ 
nual income of $15,000 and a 
home valued at $25,000 would 
end up paying $427 more in

While his property 
tax would be decreased by $293 
by Proposition 9, his income 
tax would jump $720. 
Dr. Lantos said a 150 per 
cent increase in the sales tax 
would be required to replace 
the property tax revenues if 
that were the method used. 
“ For a special class of prop­ 
erty owner, Proposition 9 would 
represent a golden bonanza,” he 
told the educators. “ Apartment 
house owners and other land­ 
lords, real estate speculators, 
some large landowners and de­ 
velopers would net huge tax sa­ 
vings at the expense of the gen­ 
eral public.” 
“ Land speculators have apar - 
ticularly golden stake in the tax 
trap i n i t i a t i v e , ” Dr. Lantos 
continued. “ Property taxes rep­ 
resent virtually their only cost 
of doing business. When they 
cash in on rising land values, 
their profits are subject only to 
a limited capital gains tax.” 
Schools would be completely 
crippled by passage of the pro­ 
position, he pointed out, and 
most local governmental func­ 
tions severely hampered.With­ 
out the means of financing such 
services, control would psiss to 
the state in a short time, Dr. 
Lantos predicted. Because of 
the initiative’s limitations on 
bonding for public construct­ 
ion, many such projects would 
come to a standstill. 
“ Irrigation 
and water dis­ 
tricts, which have in the past 
bonded up to 100per cent, would 
be particularly affected,” Dr. 
Lantos added. “ Proposition 9 
would stop construction of ir ­ 
rigation canals and dams. The 
tax trap initiative could bring 
the State W ater Plan to a tragic 
halt. For many years, no new 
construction of airports, audi­ 
toriums, 
l i b r a r i e s , rapid 
transit systems, sports stadi­ 
ums and other similar buildings 
could be considered.”

They consider carefully 
the 


needs cf the patient and will 
frequently recommend no sur- 
gery after a thorough expla- 
nation of their decision. 


I have known plastic sur- 


geons 
who have suggested 


that patients seek the opinion 
of a psychologist or a psychia- 
trist tc help them understand 
why they want such surgery 
Often, the patient sees him- 
self in another light and may 
delay such an operation until 
he acquires a better insight 
into himself. 


The results of cosmetic sur- 


gery can be exciting. I have 
known patients who have de- 
veloped a tremendous feeling 
of assurance and have gone on 
to 
greater 
accomplishments 


after a plastic operation on 
the nose or the face I have al- 
so witnessed the sadness of 
those who were disappointed 
because their real, deep-seated 
purpose had not been thor- 
oughly attained.

THE REACTION TO 
THE ENCYCLICAL 
The reaction to the encyclical 
of Pope Paul VI has been of many 
kinds, ranging from intelligence 
and conscientious, all the way 
over to Punch. Punch is the well 
known English humor magazine 
of illustrious lineage which is 
nowadays edited by Bernard 
Hollowood, who continues to be- 
lieve, one suspects, that his 
journal is the last word in civ- 
ilized chic. He greeted the en- 
cyclical with a long editorial 
entitled "Sex and the Single 
Pope" (Punch thinks of itself as 
a taste-setter), accompanied by 
an enormous cartoon depicting a 
complacent Pope Paul being 
carried in his papal throne 
on the shoulders of a mas? of 
emaciated, scrofulous children 
and the caption, "Suffer, little 
children . . . " 
The encyclical, says Punch, 
"has 
saddened all humanists 


who were under the impression 
that dogmatic religion was los- 
ing its doleful grip on the mind 
of man." But the editor is not 
nearly through. "It is clear," 
he laments, that many people 
have "not yet been able to es- 
cape into independence of mind 
from the mysticism and bigotry 
of ancient times." 
Now there are many grounds 
for disagreeing with the conclu- 
sions reached by the Pope. 
Non-Catholics are, to begin 
with, free of any ties that bind 
them to submission to papal 
authority. Even so, they are 
competent 
to 
examine the 


Pope's reasoning, though their 
views on the matter, if they 
speak as Punch does, i. e. like 
the village atheist, are of course 
uninteresting, or rather inter- 
esting for different reasons than 
they think. 


But others raise perfectly leg- 


itimate questions, and it is ob- 
viously the responsibility of 
Catholic spokesmen to do the 
best they can to acknowledge 
that consequences of Catholic 
teaching are visited not only on 
Catholics but also on others, 
and that although the community 
of the generous will concede that 
that is sometimes good, some 


will argue that that is some- 
times bad; as in the present 
instance. Overpopulation, for 
instances in Latin America, will 
not become an exclusively Ca- 
tholic problem. 
A prominent Jewish theolo- 
gian, Dr. Will Herberg, writes 
about the population explosion 
that, after all, there are at 
least three known ways of coping 
with it. One is contraception. 
A second is abortion. A third, 
and far and away the most ef- 
ficient, is infanticide. "It is 
sure, painless, and it enables 
the parents or society to select 
which children, boys or girls, 
are to be preserved. More- 
over, infanticide was practiced, 
for perhaps a thousand years, 
by the most civilized people 
of antiquity, the Greeks." So 
why not? 
"Because and only because it 
runs counter to our moral con- 
victions. In other words," says 
Dr. Herberg, "approval or dis- 
approval 
of 
any particular 


method of population control, 
including contraception, is ba- 
sicially a moral, not primarily 
a medical or a demographical 
question." Accept that struct- 
ural insight, and the argument 
can go forward. Refuse to ac- 
cept it, and you will sound 
punchy. 


The Catholic Church is in great 
ferment, as everybody knows. 
As not everybody knows, the ef- 
forts of the renewalists are in 
many cases driving Catholics 
away from the Church. "Cath- 
olic 
renewalists," 
observes 


P r o t e s t a n t theologian Mar- 
tin Marty, "engage in over- 
kill when their attempt to re- 
form the Church leads to their 
removal from it." 
The crisis of authority is the 


derivative crisis. It is more 
important by far, ultimately, 
than the population explosion: 
because if moral authority and 
moral considerations, indeed if 
all of religion, is extirpated 
from the face of the earth, there 
will then be, and for the first 
time, good reason for wishing 
that there should be an end not 
merely to the population explo- 
sion, but to population.

WASHINGTON — The facts 
have been swept under a se- 
crecy label, but President John- 
son gave the Kremlin advance 
assurance that the U. S. would 
not interfere with any Soviet 
action against Czechoslovakia. 
The President's purpose, 
ironically, was to forestall a 
Soviet move into Czechoslo- 
vakia by making clear that the 
U. S. 
had no military or 


political designs on the country. 


The question came up when the 
liberal D u b c e k government 
sounded out the U. S. about ec- 
onomic aid. Cautious word was 
sent back that the U. S. would 
c o n s i d e r providing financial 
help, but that this would not im- 
ply political or military sup- 
port. 


To allay Soviet suspicions over 
our dealings with Czechoslo- 
vakia, President Johnson relay- 
ed to the Kremlin the gist of what 
the U. S. had told the Dubcek 
government. In light of the sub- 
sequent Soviet invasion, this 
may have encouraged the Rus- 
sions to believe they could move 
into 
Czechoslovakia without 


risk. 
The invasion, incidentally, 
caught American military intel- 
ligence 
completely toy sur- 


prise—despite an elaborate net- 
work of electronic listeningde- 
vices which are supposed to 
monitor Soviet military moves. 
The Pentagon was aware, of 
coarse, that Russia had several 
divisions poised on the Czech 
border. The Russian military 
maneuvers had been kept under 
close surveillance. 
But 
an estimated 330,000 


troops, complete with tanks and 
planes, managed to slip into 
Czechoslovakia without imme- 
diate detection by the massive 
electronic 
monitoring equip- 


ment. The first word of the in- 
vasion came from an infor- 
mant aside the Czech govern- 
ment and reached the White 
House scarcely two hours be- 
fore the official Soviet notice. 
The Pentagon-was also shocked 
over the use of satellite troops 
in the invasion. It had been as- 
sumed that the Russians con- 
sidered satellite soldiers too 
unreliable to use for anything 
except logistical support. Yet 
Poles, Hungarians, Bulgarians 
and East Germans participated 
in an invasion of a sister satel- 
lite with no apparent hesitation. 
The whole Soviet operation has 
caused some agonizing reap- 
praisals inside the Pentagon. 


CAMPAIGN STANDARDS 


This column has found much to 
criticize in the conduct of Con- 
gress. It is only fair, there- 
fore, to report changes for the 
better. 


In the past, the Democratic 


Senatorial Campaign Commit- 
tee has accepted campaign cash 
under the table from special 
interests seeking to influence 
legislation. 
Bagmen for the oil compan- 
ies, for instance, would slip 
money to the committee with in- 
structions that it be passed 
out to Senators who had agreed 
to vote for the oil depletion al- 
lowance. The records of contri- 
butions 
were 
deliberately 


vague. 
These practices were abrupt- 
ly abandoned after Maine's rug- 
gedly righteous Sen. Ed Muskie 
took over the chairmanship. He 
talked it over with Democratic 
Senators up for reelection, who 
agreed to take the high road 
in their campaigns. 
He asked Washington attorney 
Berl Bernhard, who has a strong 
sense of ethics, to help keep 
the Democratic incumbents on 
the right side of the law. Then 
Muskie laid down stern ethical 
standards. 
He insisted that every contri- 


bution must be identiued and 
that every transaction must be 
made by check. He made cer- 
tain even that the interest on 
the $650,000 which thecommit-

Someone offered to get 
a corporation to fly them to the 
shore in aprivateplane, Muskie 
flatly rejected the idea, and they 
all paid their own expenses. 


He also decreed that contrary 
to past practice, each incum- 
bent will get an equal share of 
the campaign kitty. 


It was Muskie's quiet repu- 
tation for integrity, as much as 
anything else, that made him 
Vice President H u m p h r e y ' s 
choice for a running mate.

It is both disturbing and 


frightening to discover that at 
least one chain store in Tehams. 
Comity is boycotting California 
grapes. This unfair (and pos- 
sibly illegal) boycott is totally 
out of place in a county whose 
economy is based predominat- 
ely on agriculture. 


If you let your thinking on 


this subject continue to a logical 
conclusion, you will realize that 
next year it might very well 
be almonds that are being boy« 
cotted. 
Or olives. 
Or wal- 


nuts. The next year prunes. Or 
lamp chops. Or lumber. Or 
beefsteak. While a perishable 
crop (like grapes) is much more 
vulnerable, any crop has to be 
picked, processed, sold. 


For your information, I quote 


from the current issue of the 
California Farmer: "The going 
wage for picking table grapes 
in Coachella and the San Joaquin 
Valley is $1.40 per hour plus 
25 cents a box. Workers aver- 
age anywhere from 3 to 6 boxes 
per hour. Three boxes per hour, 
in a 10 hour day, is $21.50. 
Six boxes come to $29. Not 
exactly starvation wages. 


Governor Reagan 
recently 


sent telegrams to several state 
governors and to Mayor Joseph 
Alioto of San Francisco as well 
as to Vice-President Humphrey 


— all of whom support the boy- 
cott. He said, in part: "Those 
conducting the boycott are fasi. 
tying information about agricul- 
tural labor conditions in Cali. 
fornia and are ignoring the de- 
sires of most grape pickers. 
The boycott is an attempt to 
compel employerstoforcefarm 
workers to join the United Farm 
Workers, against their wishes. 
It has nothing to do with working 
or living conditions." 


Incidentally, the latest (July 


1968) U.S. Department of Agw 
riculture statistical reporting 
service notes that California 
farm workers' earnings are 
the highest in the entire United 
States. 


The boycott will hurt the very 


workers it presumes to be help, 
ing. A successful boycott would 
inevitably force growers to 
reduce 
payrolls 
drastically. 


And the damage it is doing to 
small grape growers is partic- 
ular distressing because these 
small business men (and all 
farms are businesses these 
days) are not involved at all 
in the union battle which is 
being waged against the large 
growers. 


Boycott is another and more 


subtle form of disrespect for 
the rights of others.

THE REACTION TO 
THE ENCYCLICAL 
The reaction to the encyclical 
of Pope Paul VI has been of many 
kinds, ranging from intelligence 
and conscientious, all the way 
over to Punch. Punch is the well 
known English humor magazine 
of illustrious lineage which is 
nowadays edited by Bernard 
Hollowood, who continues to b e­ 
lieve, one suspects, that his 
journal is the last word in civ­ 
ilized chic. He greeted the en­ 
cyclical with a long editorial 
entitled “ Sex and the Single 
Pope” (Punch thinks of itself as 
a ta ste -se tte r), accompanied by 
an enorm ous cartoon depicting a 
com placent Pope Paul being 
carried 
in his papal throne 
on the shoulders of a m ass of 
em aciated, scrofulous children 
and the caption, “ Suffer, little 
children . . . ” 
The encyclical, says Punch, 
“ has 
saddened all hum anists 
who w ere under the im pression 
that dogm atic religion was lo s­ 
ing its doleful grip on the mind 
of m an.” But the editor is not 
nearly through. “ It is c le a r,” 
he lam ents, that many people 
have “ not yet been able to e s ­ 
cape into independence of mind 
from the m ysticism and bigotry 
of ancient tim es.” 


Now there are many grounds 
for disagreeing with the conclu­ 
sions reached by the Pope. 
N on-Catholics 
are, 
to begin 
with, free of any ties that bind 
them to submission to papal 
authority. Even so, they a re 
com petent 
to 
exam ine 
the 
Pope’s reasoning, though th e ir 
views on the m atter, if they 
speak as Punch does, i. e. like 
the village atheist, are of cou rse 
uninteresting, or rath er in te r­ 
esting for different reasons than 
they think. 
But others raise perfectly le g ­ 
itim ate questions, and it is ob­ 
viously the responsibility of 
Catholic spokesmen to do the 
best they can to acknowledge 
that consequences of Catholic 
teaching are visited not only cm 
C atholics but also on o th ers, 
and that although the com m unity 
of the generous will concede that 
that is som etim es good, som e 


will argue that that is som e­ 
tim es bad: as in the present 
instance. Overpopulation, for 
instances in Latin A m erica, will 
not becom e an exclusively C a­ 
tholic problem . 
A prom inent 
Jewish theolo­ 
gian, D r. W ill H erberg, w rites 
about the population explosion 
that, after all, there are at 
least th ree known ways of coping 
with it. One is contraception. 
A second is abortion. A third, 
and far and away the most e f­ 
ficient, 
is infanticide. “ It is 
su re, painless, and it enables 
the parents or society to select 
which children, boys or g irls, 
a re to be preserved. M ore­ 
over, infanticide was practiced, 
for perhaps a thousand years, 
by the m ost civilized people 
of antiquity, the G reeks.” So 
why not? 
“ Because and only because it 
runs counter to our m oral con­ 
victions. In other w ords,” says 
D r. H erberg, “ approval or d is ­ 
approval 
of 
any p articular 
method of population control, 
including contraception, is b a- 
sicially a m oral, not p rim arily 
a m edical or a dem ographical 
question.” Accept that stru c t­ 
ural insight, and the argum ent 
can go forw ard. Refuse to a c ­ 
cept it, and you will sound 
punchy. 
The Catholic Church is in g reat 
ferm ent, as everybody knows. 
As not everybody knows, the e f­ 
forts of the renew alists are in 
many cases driving C atholics 
away from the Church. “ C ath­ 
olic 
renew alists,” 
observes 
P r o t e s t a n t theologian M ar­ 
tin M arty, “ engage in o v er­ 
kill when their attem pt to r e ­ 
form the Church leads to th eir 
rem oval from it.” 
The c risis of authority is the 
derivative c risis. It is m ore 
im portant by far, ultim ately, 
than the population explosion: 
because if m oral authority and 
m oral considerations, indeed if 
all of religion, is extirpated 
from the face of the earth, th ere 
will then be, and for the first 
tim e, good reason for wishing 
that there should be an end not 
m erely to the population explo­ 
sion, but to population.

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WASHINGTON — The facts 
have been swept under a s e ­ 
crecy label, but President John­ 
son gave the Kremlin advance 
assurance that the U. S. would 
not interfere with any Soviet 
action against Czechoslovakia. 
The 
P resident’s p u r p o s e , 
Ironically, was to forestall a 
Soviet move Into C zechoslo­ 
vakia by making clear that the 
U. S. 
had no m ilitary or 
political designs on the country. 
The question came up when the 
liberal D u b c e k 
governm ent 
sounded out the U. S. about ec - 
onomic aid. Cautious word was 
sent back that the U. S. would 
c o n s i d e r providing financial 
help, but that this would not im ­ 
ply political or m ilitary su p ­ 
port. 
To allay Soviet suspicions over 
our dealings with C zechoslo­ 
vakia, P resident Johnson relay - 
ed to the Krem lin the gist of what 
the U. S. had told the Dubcek 
government. In light of the sub­ 
sequent Soviet invasion, this 
may have encouraged the H us­ 
sions to believe they could move 
into 
Czechoslovakia 
without 
risk. 
The i n v a s i o n , incidentally, 
caught Am erican m ilitary in tel­ 
ligence 
com pletely 
by s u r ­ 
p rise —despite an elaborate n et­ 
work of electronic listening d e ­ 
vices which are supposed to 
monitor Soviet m ilitary m oves. 
The Pentagon was aw are, of 
course, that R ussia had sev eral 
divisions poised on the Czech 
border. The R ussian m ilitary 
m aneuvers had been kept under 
close surveillance. 
But 
an 
estim ated 
330,000 
troops, com plete with tanks and 
planes, managed to slip into 
Czechoslovakia without im m e­ 
diate detection by the m assive 
electronic 
m onitoring equip­ 
ment. The first word of the in­ 
vasion cam e from an in fo r­ 
mant aside the Czech govern­ 
ment and reached the White 
House scarcely two hours b e ­ 
fore the official Soviet notice. 
The Pentagon was also shocked 
over the use of satellite troops 
in the invasion. It had been a s ­ 
sumed that the R ussians con­ 
sidered satellite soldiers too 
unreliable to use for anything 
except logistical support. Yet 
Poles, H ungarians, Bulgarians 
and East G erm ans participated 
in an invasion of a sis te r s a te l­ 
lite with no apparent hesitation. 
The whole Soviet operation has 
caused som e agonizing re a p ­ 
p raisals inside the Pentagon. 


CAMPAIGN STANDARDS 
This column has found m uchto 
criticize in the conduct oí Con­ 
g ress. It is only fair, th e re ­ 
fore, to report changes for the 
better. 
In the p ast, the Dem ocratic 
Senatorial Campaign Com m it­ 
tee has accepted campaign cash 
under the table from special 
interests seeking to influence 
legislation. 
Bagmen for the oil com pan­ 
ies, for instance, would slip 
money to the com m ittee with in ­ 
structions that it be passed 
out to Senators who had agreed 
to vote for the oil depletion a l­ 
lowance. The records of co n tri­ 
butions 
w ere 
deliberately 
vague. 
These p ractices were abrupt­ 
ly abandoned after M aine’s ru g ­ 
gedly righteous Sen. Ed Muskie 
took over the chairm anship. He 
talked it over with Dem ocratic 
Senators up for reelection, who 
agreed to take the high road 
in their cam paigns. 
He asked W ashington attorney 
B erl B ernhard, who has a strong 
sense of ethics, to help keep 
the D em ocratic incumbents on 
the right side of the law. Then 
Muskie laid down stern ethical 
standards. 
He insisted that every co n tri­ 
bution m ust be identified and 
that every transaction must be 
made by check. He made c e r­ 
tain even that the interest on 
the $650,000 which the com mit -

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tee had in the bank was properly 
recorded. He asked Bernhard 
whether the interest was tax­ 
able. 
Back cam e a memo from the 
attorney assuring him: “ Since 
it is the intention of the com ­ 
m ittee to use all of its funds 
for political cam paigns and re ­ 
lated purposes, rendering the 
contribution 
non-taxable, in­ 
come in the form of interest 
from these gifts if applied for 
campaign purposes, can be con­ 
sidered non-taxable.” 


MUSKIE’S ETHICS 
Muskie also sought advice on 
how to handle contributors who 
insisted that th eir money be 
earm arked for th eir favorite 
Senators. 
“ Each contributor,” suggest­ 
ed B ernhard, “ should be asked 
to accept the concept that his 
contribution is received with 
the understanding that the com­ 
m ittee recognizes the donor's 
preference, but is under no ob­ 
ligation to disburse the funds 
as requested.” 
This becam e the rule, and it 
was soon put to the test. The 
AFL-CIO subm itted, along with 
a generous contribution, a list 
of eight Senators who should get 
the money. Muskie am iably re ­ 
fused to give any guarantee. 
A n o t h e r tim e, the Senators 
seeking reelection decided to 
spend a quiet weekend on M ary­ 
land’s E astern Shore mapping 
strateg y . Someone offered to get 
a corporation to fly them to the 
shore in ap riv ate plane. Muskie 
flatly rejected the idea, and they 
all paid th eir own expenses. 


He also decreed that contrary 
to past practice, each incum­ 
bent will get an equal share of 
the campaign kitty. 
It was M uskie’s quiet repu­ 
tation for integrity, as much as 
anything else, that made him 
Vice P resident H u m p h r e y ’ s 
choice for a running m ate. 


TOUGHER FRANCO 
Those who thought Spain’s Dic­ 
tato r F ranco was mellowing in 
his old age will have to revise 
th eir opinions. 
He has reactivated the old sup­ 
pression law, which gives him 
the power to impose the death 
penalty for any kind of political 
activity against him . His po­ 
lice have already arrested d is­ 
sident p riests in the Basque 
region. 
However, they are being sen­ 
tenced to prison, not executed.

frightening to discover that at 
least one chain sto re in Tehama 
County is boycotting C alifornia 
grapes. 
This unfair (and pos­ 
sibly illegal) boycott is totally 
out of place in a county whose 
economy is based predom inat­ 
ely on agriculture. 
If you let your thinking on 
this subject continue to a logical 
conclusion, you w ill realize that 
next year it might very well 
be almonds that a re being boy­ 
cotted. 
Or olives. 
Or wal­ 
nuts. The next year prunes. Or 
lamp chops. 
Or lum ber. 
Or 
beefsteak. 
While a perishable 
crop (like grapes) is much m ore 
vulnerable, any crop has to be 
picked, processed, sold. 
For your inform ation, I quote 
from the current issue of the 
California F arm er: “ The going 
wage for picking table grapes 
in Coachella and the San Joaquin 
Valley is $1.40 p er hour plus 
25 cents a box. W orkers aver­ 
age anywhere from 3 to 6 boxes 
per hour. Three boxes per hour, 
in a 10 hour day, is $21.50. 
Six boxes come to $29. 
Not 
exactly starvation w ages. 
Governor 
Reagan 
recently 
sent telegram s to several state 
governors and to M lyor Joseph 
Alioto of San F rancisco as well 
as to V ice-President Humphrey 


— all of whom support the boy­ 
cott. He said, in part: “ Those 
conducting the boycott are fasi- 
fying inform ation about agricul­ 
tu ral labor conditions in Cali­ 
fornia and are ignoring the de­ 
s ire s of most grape pickers. 
The boycott is an attem pt to 
compel em ployers to force farm 
w orkers to join the United F arm 
W orkers, against th eir w ishes. 
It has nothing to do w ith working 
or living conditions.'' 
Incidentally, the la test (July 
1968) U.S. Departm ent of Ag> 
ricu ltu re statistical reporting 
service notes that California 
farm w orkers' earnings are 
the highest in the en tire United 
States. 
The boycott will hurt the very 
w orkers it presum es to be help­ 
ing. A successful boycott would 
inevitably 
force 
grow ers to 
reduce 
payrolls 
drastically. 
And the damage it is doing to 
sm all grape grow ers is partic­ 
ular distressing because these 
sm all business men (and all 
farm s 
are 
businesses these 
days) are not involved at all 
in the union battle which is 
being waged against the large 
grow ers. 
Boycott is another and m ore 
subtle form of d isresp ect for 
the rights of others.

Plastic Surgery Emotions 


THERE frequently is a 
great deal of dissension in 
families when a young adult 
first makes the suggestion 
that she wculd like to have a 
nasal plastic operation. Almost 
invariably one or both parents 
will disapprove and emphasize

as sh e is." 
T h i s preju­ 
diced attitude 
of devotion 
hardly 
satis­ 
fies the girl 
w h o . 
f o r 
y e a r s , may 
have felt bur­ 
dened by a 
"not so pret­ 
ty" nose. 
T h e image 
that one has of oneself must 
parallel the image others have 
of them. And when one care­ 
fully examines her own ncse, 
she frequently finds some ex­ 
planation for her social or 
emotional inadequacy which 
she bases on that misshapen 
nose. 
When and if plastic surgery 
is undertaken on the nose, the 
eyes, the chin, the face, or 
the breasts, the patient must 
have a complete and thorough 
awareness that the surgery it­ 
self will not bring them a 
completely new social and 
psychological rebirth. Unless 
they know that, a perfectly 
good operation with an excel­ 
lent anatomical result will be 
considered by them as a total 
waste. Along with cosmetic 
surgery, people must grow in­ 
tellectually and emotionally if 
they are to attain their prime 
object of becoming a better, 
rather than a new person. 
Frances C Macgregor. one 
of America’s leading social 
scientists, has recently studied 
89 patients who have had 
rhinoplastic surgery, the tech­ 
nical name for a "nose bob." 
Many interesting results came 
from the data she accumu­ 
lated as to why such opera­ 
tions were wanted and how 
successful the results were in 
term s of the initial need or 
desire. Mrs Macgregor stated. 
The complaints of the major­ 
ity of patients centered on 
t h e i r social relationships 
Emotionally, they were af­ 
fected by the comments cf 
others and such reactions as 
ridicule, and even be- 


to their concentration on their 
appearance, feelings of in­ 
feriority, shame, depression, 
hypersensitivity, and resent­ 
ment. They felt their greatest 
difficulty was obtaining jobs, 
getting ahead, making friends, 
and opportunities for mar­ 
riage." 
This has been an exceed­ 
ingly astute understanding of 
the problem and should be 
realized by everyone who un­ 
dertakes any plastic operation. 
Plastic surgeons are now 
aware of the psychological and 
emotional balance of the pa­ 
tients on whom they operate. 
They consider carefully the 
needs cf the patient and will 
frequently recommend no sur­ 
gery after a thorough expla­ 
nation of their decision, 
I have known plastic sur­ 
geons who have suggested 
that patients seek the opinion 
of a psychologist or a psychia­ 
trist tc help them understand 
why they want such surgery 
Often, the patient sees him­ 
self in another light and may 
delay such an operation until 
he acquires a better insight 
into himself. 
The results of cosmetic sur­ 
gery can be exciting. I have 
known patients who have de­ 
veloped a tremendous feeling 
of assurance and have gone on 
to greater accomplishments 
after a plastic operation on 
the nose or the face. I have al­ 
so witnessed the sadness of 
those who were disappointed 
because their real, deep-seated 
purpose had not been thor­ 
oughly attained. 
Plastic surgery now being 
performed by highly trained 
specialists offers great prom­ 
ise to those who completely 
understand their real motives 
for it

THE REACTION TO 
THE ENCYCLICAL 
The reaction to the encyclical 
of Pope Paul VI has been of many 
kinds, ranging from intelligence 
and conscientious, all the way 
over to Punch. Punch is the well 
known English humor magazine 
of illustrious lineage which is 
nowadays edited by Bernard 
Hollowood, who continues to be­ 
lieve, one suspects, that his 
journal is the last word in civ­ 
ilized chic. He greeted the en­ 
cyclical with a long editorial 
entitled “ Sex and the Single 
Pope” (Punch thinks of itself as 
a taste-setter), accompanied by 
an enormous cartoon depicting a 
complacent Pope Paul being 
carried in his papal throne 
on the shoulders of a mass of 
emaciated, scrofulous children 
and the caption, “Suffer, little 
children . . . ” 
The encyclical, says Punch, 
“ has saddened all humanists 
who were under the impression 
that dogmatic religion was los­ 
ing its doleful grip on the mind 
of man.” But the editor is not 
nearly through. “It is clear,” 
1» laments, that many people 
have “ not yet been able to es­ 
cape into independence of mind 
from the mysticism and bigotry 
of ancient tim es.” 
Now there are many grounds 
for disagreeing with the conclu­ 
sions reached by the Pope. 
Non-Catholics are, to begin 
with, free of any ties that bind 
them to submission to papal 
authority. Even so, they are 
competent 
to examine the 
Pope's reasoning, though their 
views on the matter, if they 
speak as Punch does, i. e. like 
the village atheist, are of course 
uninteresting, or rather inter­ 
esting for different reasons than 
they think. 
But others raise perfectly leg­ 
itimate questions, and it is ob­ 
viously the responsibility of 
Catholic spokesmen to do the 
best they can to acknowledge 
that consequences of Catholic 
teaching are visited not only on 
Catholics but also on others, 
and that although the community 
of the generous will concede that 
that is sometimes good, some 


will argue that that is some­ 
tim es bad; as in the present 
instance. Overpopulation, for 
instances in Latin America, will 
not become an exclusively Ca­ 
tholic problem. 
A prominent Jewish theolo­ 
gian, Dr. Will Herberg, writes 
about the population explosion 
that, after all, there are at 
least three known ways of coping 
with it. One is contraception. 
A second is abortion. A third, 
and far and away the most ef­ 
ficient, is infanticide. “It is 
sure, painless, and it enables 
the parents or society to select 
which children, boys or girls, 
are to be preserved. More­ 
over, infanticide was practiced, 
for perhaps a thousand years, 
by the most civilized people 
of antiquity, the Greeks.” So 
why not? 
“ Because and only because it 
runs counter to our moral con­ 
victions. In other words,” says 
Dr. Herberg, “approval or dis­ 
approval 
of 
any particular 
method of population control, 
including contraception, is ba- 
sicially a moral, not primarily 
a medical or a demographical 
question.” Accept that struct­ 
ural insight, and the argument 
can go forward. Refuse to ac­ 
cept it, and you will sound 
punchy. 
The Catholic Church is in great 
ferment, as everybody knows. 
As not everybody knows, the ef­ 
forts of the renewalists are in 
many cases driving Catholics 
away from the Church. “ Cath­ 
olic renewalists,” observes 
P r o t e s t a n t theologian M ar­ 
tin Marty, “engage in over­ 
kill when their attempt to re ­ 
form the Church leads to their 
removal from it.” 
The crisis of authority is the 
derivative crisis. It is more 
important by far, ultimately, 
than the population explosion; 
because if moral authority and 
moral considerations, indeed if 
all of religion, is extirpated 
from the face of the earth, there 
will then be, and for the first 
tim e, good reason for wishing 
that there should be an end not 
merely to the population explo­ 
sion, but to population.

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WASHINGTON - The facts 
have been swept under a se ­ 
crecy label, but President John­ 
son gave the Kremlin advance 
assurance that the U, S. would 
not interfere with any Soviet 
action against Czechoslovakia. 
The President’s p u r p o s e , 
ironically, was to forestall a 
Soviet move into Czechoslo­ 
vakia by making clear that the 
U. S. 
had no military or 
political designs on the country. 
The question came up when the 
liberal D u b c e k government 
sounded out the U. S. about ec­ 
onomic aid. Cautious word was 
sent back that the U. S. would 
c o n s i d e r providing financial 
help, but that this would not im ­ 
ply political or military sup­ 
port. 
To allay Soviet suspicions over 
our dealings with Czechoslo­ 
vakia, President Johnson relay­ 
ed to the Kremlin the gist of what 
the U. S. had told the Dubcek 
government. In light of the sub­ 
sequent Soviet invasion, this 
may have encouraged the Hus­ 
sions to believe they could move 
into Czechoslovakia without 
risk. 
The i nv as i on , incidentally, 
caught American military intel­ 
ligence 
completely by su r­ 
prise—despite an elaborate net­ 
work of electronic listening de­ 
vices which are supposed to 
monitor Soviet military moves. 
The Pentagon was aware, of 
course, that Russia had several 
divisions poised on the Czech 
border. The Russian m ilitary 
maneuvers had been kept under 
close surveillance. 
But 
an estimated 330,000 
troops, complete with tanks and 
planes, managed to slip into 
Czechoslovakia without im m e­ 
diate detection by the massive 
electronic monitoring equip­ 
ment. The first word of the in­ 
vasion came from an infor­ 
mant aside the Czech govern­ 
ment and reached the White 
House scarcely two hours be­ 
fore the official Soviet notice. 
The Pentagon was also shocked 
over the use of satellite troops 
in the invasion. It had been as­ 
sumed that the Russians con­ 
sidered satellite soldiers too 
unreliable to use for anything 
except logistical support. Yet 
Poles, Hungarians, Bulgarians 
and East Germans participated 
in an invasion of a sister satel­ 
lite with no apparent hesitation. 
The whole Soviet operation has 
caused some agonizing reap­ 
praisals inside the Pentagon.

Dear Editor: 
It is both disturbing and 
frightening to discover that at 
least one chain store in Tehama 
County is boycotting California 
grapes. This unfair (and pos­ 
sibly illegal) boycott is totally 
out of place in a county whose 
economy is based predominat­ 
ely on agriculture. 
If you let your thinking on 
this subject continue to a logical 
conclusion, you will realize that 
next year it might very well 
be almonds that are being boy­ 
cotted. Or olives. 
Or wal­ 
nuts. The next year prunes. Or 
lamp chops. Or lumber. Or 
beefsteak. While a perishable 
crop (like grapes) is much more 
vulnerable, any crop has to be 
picked, processed, sold. 
For your information, I quote 
from the current issue of the 
California Farmer; “ The going 
wage for picking table grapes 
in Coachella and the San Joaquin 
Valley is $1.40 per hour plus 
25 cents a box. Workers aver­ 
age anywhere from 3 to 6 boxes 
per hour. Three boxes per hour, 
in a 10 hour day, is $21.50. 
Six boxes come to $29. Not 
exactly starvation wages. 
Governor Reagan recently 
sent telegrams to several state 
governors and to Mayor Joseph 
Alioto of San Francisco as well 
as to Vice-President Humphrey 


—all of whom support the boy­ 
cott. He said, in part: “ Those 
conducting the boycott are fasi- 
fying information about agricul­ 
tural labor conditions in Cali­ 
fornia and are ignoring the de­ 
sires of most grape pickers. 
The boycott is an attempt to 
compel employers to force farm 
workers to join the United Farm 
Workers, against their wishes. 
It has nothing to do with working 
or living conditions.’’ 
Incidentally, the latest (July 
1968) U.S. Department of Agw 
riculture statistical reporting 
service notes that California 
farm workers* earnings are 
the highest in the entire United 
States. 
The boycott will hurt the very 
workers it presumes tobe help­ 
ing. A successful boycott would 
inevitably force growers to 
reduce payrolls drastically. 
And the damage it is doing to 
small grape growers is partic­ 
ular distressing because these 
small business men (and all 
farm s are businesses these 
days) are not involved at all 
in the union battle which is 
being waged against the large 
growers. 
Boycott is another and more 
subtle form of disrespect for 
the rights of others.

Reagan said it costs about

peace—perhaps the only method 
left to him to do so in view of 
the steady erosion of confidence 
in his pronouncements at home 
and abroad. 
“ For a man of the P resi­ 
dent’s temperament and ambi­ 
tion, the decision not to run 
again had to be taken as an act 
of political self-immolation. We 
thought it urgently important 
that the North Vietnamese take 
the new offer to negotiate and 
respond in kind." 


The authors said their view of 
the P r e s i d e n t’s announce - 
ment finally prevailed in the 
inner circles at Hanoi. After 
it was official that the North 
Vietnamese were w i l l i n g to 
meet with U. S. representa­ 
tives, Ashmore and Baggs said 
they entered into detailed dis­ 
cussions with Ho’s spokesman 
on the procedural points of such 
a conference. 


They left Hanoi with an “ aide 
memoire" whi ch they said 
spelled out the official North 
Vietnamese response to John­ 
son’s actions. 


Baggs and Ashmore said they 
delivered the document to the 
U. S. E m b a s s y in Vientiane, 
Laos, and were asked to return 
directly to Washington w h e r e 
they met with Ambassador W. 
Averell Harriman, Undersec­ 
retary of State Nicholas Kat- 
zenbach, and Asst. Secretary of 
State William P. Bundy. 


The newsmen said: “ The North 
Vietnamese position was that 
agreement to meet under the 
partial limitation of the bomb­ 
ing constituted a major conces­ 
sion on their part, and they 
would not consider any further 
acts of reciprocity until the 
bombing had stopped—at which 
point everything was open for 
consideration, including mutual 
de-escalation of the fighting in 
South Vietnam. 


“ If there was to be bargain­ 
ing, we said, it would have to be 
done on the other side of total 
bombing cessation; then, as we 
judged it, there was consider­ 
able room for maneuver if the 
United States was now willing 
to accept some form of coali­ 
tion government in Saigon em­ 
bracing the NFL (National Lib­ 
eration Front, political arm of 
The Viet Cong). This, we re­ 
ported, was the essence we had 
distilled out of many hours of 


d i r e c t talk and background 
probing. 
“ At this point it seemed as 
though Gov. Harriman turned 
off his hearing aid and the oth­ 
ers in the room began to gaze 
at the ceiling . . . The gloomy 
assumption, soon to be borne 
out by events, was that H arri­ 
man, as chief negotiator, was 
going to proceed on the basis 
that total bombing cessation was 
still negotiable, and stand on the 
old demand for a guarantee of 
military reciprocity. . . 
“ Our waning optimism went 
down to zero when Harriman 
simply rejected our contention 
that the North Vietnamese had 
made it quite clear that, while 
they would make contact while 
the bombing went on, they would 
not begin to negotiate seriously 
until it had been halted."
